AGRICULTURAL.

Commissioner C'olman and
His Department.

nrmon Wakteof I'Dbllc Konej Dur-
ing tlie 1'iuit Year.

Wasoisoton, May 12. Concmissioccr
Coiman says, of the condition of affairs ia
the Department of Agriculture, thnt soon
after he entered npon his duties, his at-
tention was railed to tba fact that

fund wps nearly exhausted.
In order to avoid makiDg a deficiency he
was compelled to furlough, several em-
ployes until the end of ihe fiscal year,
without pay. 'ow it appears that several
other specific appropriations are in a like
condition of exnaustion, and many minor
branches of work must lie temporarily sus-
pended. The statistical division suffers
the loss of all its State agents, and other
suspensions must necessarily be made,
lathe seed division the appropriation for
the current fiscal year was $100,000 short.
On the 1st of the present month there
remained $32,000 of this fund in the
Treasury. Estimates have been made in
detail by the head of this division and ap-
proved by the Commissioner for the pur-
chase of seeds which called for the ex-
penditure of $70,000, which would leave
$$0,000 to pay the expense of packing and
diHtriDutiOD. Ihe amount actually ex-
pended for seeds from this fund seems to
have been nearly 02,0l0. As a result
there are several kinds of seeds on hand
in large quantities, with no money to pay
the expense ot packing and diB'rinutiou.
There are thus in excess 13,000 pounds of
beet-eng- sped, between 700 and 600 bush-
els of peas, 600 or 700 bushels of sorghum
seed. There has been distributed the past
vear about 5000 pounds of beet-tuir- seed.
and the supply on hand is sutlici-u- t to la&t
nearly three years at that rate. Some of
the peas on hand cost $7 a bushel. Part
of the sorghum seeds have been emptied
from the sacks upon tne floor and two
boy3 are employed to aiir them atoned to
keap them trom tpo;iicg. A wide variety
of pi ices are paid for teed. For examp'.e,
100 Dusaels ol sorguum-see- u were pur
chafed Irom a r sw iork firm at prices
ranging trom Jo to t- - a bushel, while
300 bushels of tha same variety were ob-

tained from a Western man for fl par
bushel. The attention of the chemist of
the department was called to this fact to
day, and he was asked as an expert what
would have been a fair price for seed at the
time this stock was purchased. Hs said
it sold as ow aa twenty-fiv- e cents per
bushel in .Nebraska, buttnat per butii
would have b'en an exceedingly good
price for the very bast qualify, ready pre-
pared for planting. Hu was asked how
large a quantity of sorghum seed he would
have purchased had the mailer been left
to him. Sot a pound, be re-

plied. There was no leaion for the
purchase of either sorghum or beet,
there was no purpose in viex. There was
no new variety to be tried. There was no
more reason for distributing the old variety
than for Bending out while wheat. '! he
chief of the seei division once last sum-
mer called the attention of the chief clerk
of the deparrmeiit to tho fact that he had
more than 200 ladies employed in tha
seed-room- , and protested that this force
could not be economically used, but there
seems to have been no tiliei?ot rctorni
There seem3 to have bec;aavery liberal
distribution of turnip seed so far this vr,
The acacuct purchased is slated to be
15,1(53 bushels, yet tha ctaouct on hand is
not reported in excess.

Dks Moines, Ia., May 12. Important
